If you get photographic Whitewash, I reprinted it and for practical reasons used 
a separate index to the material added. At the end of the origial index, the entire 
book having been printed except for the index, I added a note on a phone call I'd gotten 

from Mrs. "ovelady. She described a shert that to me could not possibly have been worn by 

the man in that picture. Later I got an enlargement from one of the amateur 8mm reels of 
film taken that day with a shirt of that description on the man I8m sure was -^ovelady . 

When a CBS reported went to Dallas I suggested that he ask* (ovelady to pose in that 
shirt. 1% did and CBS did not use it. I've recently given those pictures to Wisconsin 
Public TV so they can use them. I hope they can have the scientific work done,. 

Why my books are not in bookjs/ores is a long story but it began when after more than 
100 rejections internationally X printed the book myself and without a cent to spend on 
advertising or promotions made a sort-of success of it. The publishers really were afraid, 
as a few honest ones told me. So, there is a kind of curse on me and then there is the mat- 
ter of distribution. My experiences wi,th the wholesalers was uniformly bad, I suppose be- 
cause they thought that would be only book and they did not have to worry about me. 

I appreciate your sending me the Belin^ticle even though I had and read it. T 0 make 
another long story s/Jort it was I, not his CIA "recipied" reporters and the establishment 
who started the exposure of what Ston^Was up to. Two moii^-^Wr~Tmo^h±ml His movie 
will mislead and /misinform more people, particularly young people, than anything since the 
Warren Hcport. He is ignorant of the assassination still, lifter making his movie and he 
used the assassination, as he actually said, as a vehicle for saying what he wanted to 
say about Viet Nam.

legitimate reasons for withhold some records. Thanks to Stone, who wanted only to promote 
himself anf his movie at Oscar-time, the bill will now have to be agreed to by both

give access to all my records to all writers, not a single one has made any effort to 

really learn what is in them. They prefer their own theories that are usually fancies or 
like Stone’s, are unproven and unf actual, and they become experts when their trash is 
published. They have become disinformation from the other side. And IUm sure the people 
now are eveh more confused. 

I doubt it will ever be known who the assassins were but I think it is important for 
us to know and to understand the significance of what the government did when it perpe- 
trated the whitewash, how it malfunctioned and wiiat the consequences were if we are to 
preserve the freedoms we have and have any hope for imporving our government.
